AN INTERESTING DISCOVERY. 


\ * —_—_ 
Oity Surveyor Finds Two o} 
' the Old Guildhall Windows. 


The other ‘day a very interestitg 
discovery was made at the Guildhall) 
in London, Eng.. by the city surveyor 
Two of the original. windows of the 
great hall, the existence of which was 
rely uhsuspected, have been 
brought to light. 

Until about a year ago the whole of 
the stonework. of the hall was covered 
with a mixture of. silica and paint, 
the vandal coveri of a’ hundred 
years ago. This Hab been cleaned off, 
and the marks left by the Great Fire 
of, London on walls,and moulding are 
clearly ‘showti. The surveyor then 
noticed par tioolarly that the joints of 
the mouldings of what appeared to be 
two panellec

archways on opposite 
j sides of the western end of the hall 
H were lacking in the continuity they 
1 would have shown if the whole of 
such mouldings had been fixed at the 
same time, and therefore he ordered 
some workmen to cut away a part of 
the panel on the south wall.

s0me fifteenth; century window, one 
of the original windows of the Guild- 
4 ball, dating from some time between 
il 1410 and 1426, ‘was disclosed. 
| It is in an exceptional state of pre- 
' servation, even the glass in, the little 
diamond panes being intact. It is a 
two light window set in a recess. near- 
ly three feet deep and is nine feet six 
i inches in height to the crown of the 
arch and six feet six inches in width. 
From the stone mullion in the centre 
spring two smaller arched heads, the 
spandril between these two heads be- 
ing partly filled with a stone panel, 


perforated in cinquefoil pattern. On 
teach side of the jambs below the 
window itself are fixed sedilia, or 


estone seats, one each side, like seats 
‘pet in an old fashioned inglenook. 
The other window, which was 
' brought to light; is on the other side 
‘of the hall, directly above the metal 
plate upon which the standards of 
Wlength are inscribed. It is similar in 
’ design to the’ window ‘first discovered, 
B' but is not in. nearly so good a state 
of preservation, the whole of the 
mullion below the internal arches 
being missing, which left these arches 
to be supported solely by the iron

AUSTRALIA'S RANCHES.. 


Modern Methods Prevail on the Sheep’ 
Farms. 


The days of hand sheep-hearing 
are, almost over in Australia. All but 
{ small sheds have sheep-shearing ma- 
: ohines, driven by steam or electricily. 
| Whether the shearer uses handshears: 
| or machines, the ‘work is most ardu- 
| ous. A tradition of the industry, hav- 

ing ite basis in the fact that the soon- 

er the wool—once it has retin ™ - 
; turity—is off the sheep the better, 

makes gteat speed an essential. 

Yet, also, great care is necessary, for 
[ the wodl must be cut at one snip af 
| close to the skin as possible—the long: 
' er the staple the more valuable the: 
| wool—and the sheep, of course, must 
not be injured. A few scratches and 
cuts they have to put up with in pat 
ience; but a shearer who seriously 
wounded many sheep would be dis- 
charged as incompetent. 
| Marvellous is the quick skill of 
these shearers. To get through one 
hundred sheep in a day of eight hours 
is u fair average for good shearers, 
Some men can double that score. And! 
the price is’ from $5 a hundred up- 


wards. §8o the shearers’ earnings are’ 
high. Deservedly, for the Australian 
shearer is probably the prize workman 


in the world for speed and skill com- 
; bined. 

The wool shorn—its value over. the 
whole of Australia reaching to that of 
175 tons of gold—it.is packed hard 
into bails, and streams into the ports 
for sale at Sydney, Melbourne, Ade- 
laide, or Brisbane, or for direct ship- 
ment to the other great markets of 
the world. 

The fine merino sheep needs a hot,. 
dry climate to grow its wool to per- 
fection, so the big sheep-stations are: 
mostly in the hot belt; but some ot 
the station homesteads, though situat- 
ed in the back country, far from any 
railway, manage to surround life with 
much refined luxury. ; 

Water is brought from a river or 
| dam to irrigate the homestead garden, 

and flowers, grapes, oranges, none, 
|. peaches, and. many sub-tropical fruits 
make fare the surroundings. 
Broad, deep verandahs; elaborate sun- 
blinds, double roofs and walls mitigate 
the fierceness of the sun’s heat, which 
often registers over 100 degrees Fah- 
renheit for weeks at a stretch. The 
winter climate of these inland plains 
is splendid, like that of Beret —

bright, clear, and warm in the 
cold and frosty at night.
